PRUNING 

Pruning young plants 
helps stimulate growth and 
develop compact, well- 
shaped shrubs, trees and 
vines, 

When pruning, select 
branches that make a good 
framework and remove 
side branches and twigs, 

For old plants the time 
to prune depends on the 
type of plant. Light prun- 
ing of broadleaf evergreen 
plants may be done any 
tlme during the year. 
Shrubs that produce flow- 
ers early in the spring on 
last year’s wood, such as 
abeliah, althea, crape 
myrtle and butterfly bush, 
should be pruned immed- 
jately after blooming. 
Those that produce ilow- 
ers later in the year should 
be pruned in late winter or 
early spring. 


WOOL 

Don’t try to press wool 
fabric completely dry. 
Leave some moisture in 
the fabric to retain the 
soft texture and finish. If 
possible, leave the garment 
‘undisturbed when drying.
